Check Fraud Forces Break on 
New York Exchange. 


SELLING WAVE IS STARTED 


Worthless Checks Running Into Mil­ 
lions Are Used in Attempt to Put 
Ov er Gigantic Fraud 
on Brokers. 


New York, Blay 8.—One of the most 
colossal frauds ever attempted was 
launched in Wall street Monday and 
before It was discovered iiad started a 
selling wave that ultimately all but 
demoralized the stock market. 
Al­ 
though not widely responsible, the gi­ 
gantic hoax, which was in some quar­ 
ters credited to unscrupulous profes­ 
sional bear operators, was an Im­ 
portant contributing factor in the stock 
market, which carried average prices 
to the lowest level this year. 
High Grade Securities Fail. 
At the close most financial and stock 
market interests were disposed to take 
a constructive view. It was asserted 
that the decline in securities had ex­ 
tended beyond reason, and there was 
evidence near the close of good sup­ 
port coming into the list as well as a 
fair 
amount 
of 
“bargain” 
buying. 
High-grade securities seasoned in char­ 
acter and with an established earning 
power behind them, held comparative- 
well during the day and received their 
greatest support from banking and in­ 
vestment interests, but the volatile 
speculative stocks showed wide de­ 
clines. 
Closing prices of twenty high-grade 
industrial 
securities 
Monday 
night 
averaged 9 5.41, as compared with 9 6.73 
on Saturday and 9 8.38 a week ago. 
$1,000,000 in Fraudulent Checks. 
It is estimated that the fraudulent 
checks circulated Involved nearly $1,- 
000.000, w'hich although small, was suf­ 
ficient to unsettle sentiment and start 
a new tide of liquidation. The fraud 
took the form of spurious buying or­ 
ders tendered to brokers accompanied 
by checks with forged certifications. 
They were mailed from numerous out- 
of-town points, mainly small cities in 
Pennsylvania and New York. Accepted 
as genuine, execution of the orders had 
the momentary effect of advancing the 
market, but when the% anks notified 
brokerage houses of the falsity of the 
checks there was a rush to unload, as 
a protection to the firms that had been 
doped. 


Court Holds Legislature 
Cannot Imprison a Critic 
Austin, Tex., May 8.—The Court of 
Criminal Appeals, at a special sitting, 
ordered Hull Youngblood San Antonio, 
released from the twenty-day Jail sen­ 
tence ordered by a joint state legisla­ 
tive committee. The court held that a 
committee of the legislature does not 
have power to commit an Individual 
for contempt. 
Youngblood was ad­ 
judged in contempt of the legislative 
committee when he refused to testify 
after having criticised the legislature. 


Sioux Indians Go Out for 
Uncle Sam’s Scalp of Gold 
Washington, May 7.—The American 
Indian has abandoned the war ax and 
scalping knife for the weapons of the 
w’hite man. 
The great Sioux nation 
will sue the United States for pay­ 
ment for lands and property taken 
from the Sioux by the whites, and the 
amount of the claim, with Interest, is 
not less than three-quarters of a bil­ 
lion dollars. This suit will be filed in 
the United States Court of Claims.

Secretary ’s Figures on Treasury Sur­ 
plus Doubles the Estimate of the 
Budget Director Giv en 
Out Prev iously . 


Washington, May 7.—In announcing 
the government’s May financing pro­ 
gram. which will comprise a $400,000,- 
OOO issue of 4 \ per cent treasury 
notes maturing on March 15,19 27, with 
the treasury reserving the right to al­ 
lot additional notes to the extent that 
4% per cent Victory notes are ten­ 
dered in payment. Secretary Mellon 
presented a review of the condition of 
federal finances, in which he predicted 
that the national budget for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 19 23, would show 
a surplus of more than $125,000,000 in 
revenues over expenditures. 
$6 5,000,000 Ov er Budget Chief. 
This declaration by the head of the 
Treasury department supplemented a 
statement made by Director Lord of 
the budget bureau that there would be 
a surplus of at least $60,000,000 shown 
In the budget as a result of govern­ 
ment economics, record custom re­ 
ceipts, and internal revenue receipts 
on a scale that exceeded expectations. 
Earlier in the fiscal year officials had 
expressed concern over the possibility 
of a heavy budget deficit. 
Finances Are Sound. 
In his review of the federal finances 
contained in a letter to banking in­ 
stitutions. Secretary Mellon gave an 
interesting picture of the financing 
which has been carried on. He stated 
that the government finances were in 
an 
encouragingly 
sound 
condition, 
which appeared to indicate that the 
budget would be balanced from year 
to year and that econ'^my in expendi­ 
tures, the process of gradually reduc- 
hig the public debt, 
ould be main­ 
tained steadily from this time. 
The new notes will be dated May 
15, 19 23, and will be Issued in denom­ 
inations of from $100 to $100,000.

gantic hoax, which was in some quar­ 
ters credited to unscrupulous profes­ 
sional 
bear operators, was an im­ 
portant contributing factor in the stock 
m arket, which carried average prices 
to the lowest level this year. 
High Grade Securities Fall. 
At the close most financial and stock 
m arket interests were disposed to take 
u constructive view. It was asserted 
th at the decline in securities had ex­ 
tended beyond reason, and there was 
evidence near the close of good sup­ 
port coming into the list as well as a 
fair 
amount 
of 
“bargain” 
buying. 
High-grade securities seasoned in char­ 
acter and with an established earning 
power behind them, held comparative- 
well during the day and received their 
greatest support from banking and in­ 
vestm ent interests, but the volatile 
speculative stocks showed wide de­ 
clines. 
Closing prices of tw enty high-grade 
industrial 
securities 
Monday 
night 
averaged 95.41, as compared with 96.73 
on Saturday and 98.38 a week ago. 
$1,000,000 in Fraudulent Checks. 
It is estim ated that the fraudulent 
checks circulated involved nearly $1,- 
000.000, which although small, was suf­ 
ficient to unsettle sentim ent and start 
a new tide of liquidation. The fraud 
took the form of spurious buying or­ 
ders tendered to brokers accompanied 
by checks with forged certifications. 
They were mailed from num erous out- 
of-town points, mainly small cities in 
Pennsylvania and New York. Accepted 
as genuine, execution of the orders had 
the m omentary effect of advancing the 
m arket, but when the% anks notified 
brokerage houses of the falsity of the 
checks there was a ruth to unload, as 
a protection to the firms th at had been 
duped. 


Secretary’* Figures on Treasury Sur­ 
plus Doubles the Estimate of the 
Budget Director Given 
Out Previously. 


W ashington, May 7.—In announcing 
the governm ent’s May financing pro­ 
gram, which will comprise a $400,000,- 
D00 issue of 4\ per cent treasury 
notes m aturing on March 15, 1927, with 
the treasury reserving the right to al­ 
lot additional notes to the extent that 
per cent Victory notes are ten­ 
dered in payment, Secretary Mellon 
presented a review of the condition of 
federal finances, in which he predicted 
that the national budget for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1923, would show 
a surplus of more than $125,000,000 in 
revenues over expenditures. 
$65,000,000 Over Budget Chief. 
This declaration by the head of the 
Treasury departm ent supplem ented a 
statem ent made by Director Lord of 
the budget bureau that there would be 
a surplus of at least $G0,000,000 shown 
in the budget as a result of govern­ 
ment economics, 
record custom re­ 
ceipts, and internal revenue receipts 
on a scale th at exceeded expectations. 
Earlier in the fiscal year officials had 
expressed concern over the possibility 
of a heavy budget deficit. 
Finances Are Sound. 
In his review of the federal finances 
contained in a letter to hanking in­ 
stitutions. Secretary Mellon gave an 
interesting picture of the financing 
which has been carried on. Ile stated 
that the government finances were in 
an 
encouragingly

condition, 
which appeared to indicate that the 
budget would he balanced from year

Sciences in 1849 by Stanislas Julien. 


The Chinese anesthetic, known as 
ma yao—that is to say “the remedy 
which takes away feeling”—was ex­ 
tracted from Indian hemp, which also 
yields hashish.

us, 
“Haoua-t’ouo gave a dose of ma yao 
to the patient, who a few 
minutes 
later became unconscious—that is, as 
though he were deprived of life. 
As 
the case demanded, ilaoua-t’ouo would 
operate upon the person or amputate, 
and remove tile cause of the sickness. 
Then he would draw the tissues to­ 


gether at the point of Incision and 
apply ligatures. After a few days th® 
sick man was on his feet again with­ 
out having felt the least pain during 
tile operation.”

farm of John Ball Wilmington, near 
Lowell, Mass., and for about forty 
years afterward its cultivation was 
confined to that immediate neighbor­ 
hood. Eventually the farm came into 
the possession of a Mr. Butters, who 
gave the apple the name Woodpecker 
or Pecker, and It was also called But­ 
ters. 
Deacon Samuel Thompson, a 
surveyor of Wolburn, brought it to 


the attention of Colonel Baldwin of 
the sumo town, by whom it was prop­ 
agated and more widely Introduced in 
eastern Massachusetts as 
early 
as 
1784. 
From Colonel 
Baldwin’s in­ 
terest in the variety it came to be 
called the Baldwin. In 1817 the orig­ 
inal tree was still alive, hut it per­ 
ished between 1817 and 1832. A monu­ 
ment to the Baldwin apple now marks 
tile location.

Lu brication for Farm Machines 


By C. A. SCHOLL 
While a fair share of the spring 
work on many Illinois farms is already 
ov er, enou gh hard work still remains 
for the farmer to pay some heed to 
the lu brication of the implements he 
ex pects to get serv ice from. 
Satisfactory 
and 
efficient 
serv ice 
cannot be obtained from any imple­ 
ment u nless it receiv es proper and fre­ 
qu ent lu brication. 
The farmer wrho 
leav es his oil can at home, or forgets 
to clean ou t the bearings of his ma­ 
chines, at least once a y ear, sends 
them to the scrap heap y ears ahead of 
their time. No farmer can afford to 
u se high-priced implements and not 
u se a goodly su pply of oil and grease 
on them. Poorly lu bricated machin- 


work the fanner can Indu lge in on 
the 
first “off day ” that comes along. 
It 
doesn’t take mu ch time to go ov er the 
hearings^ of a machine and wash them 
ou t with kerosene or gasoline and a 
bru sh, and then apply the oil liberally . 
See that oilcu ps are cleaned and re­ 
filled and oil holes jpen u u d free from 
dirt and grit. 
The farmer who pay s attention to 
these points and keeps an oil can right 
handy doesn’t often complain abou t 
the high price of machinery . He gets 
long y ears of serv ice ou t of it; and 
that in the long ru n means dollars and 
cents to him.

If the general lay ou t of the plu mb­ 
ing is u nderstood by the hou sewife, it 
will frequ ently prev ent the ripping ou t 
of pipes that are not to blame for the 
trouble and thu s help the plu mber to 
find the right pipe 
In the shortest 
time. 
Proper care of plu mbing also sav es 
trouble. 
Grease 
shou ld 
nev er be 
poured Into a sink, as It hardens in 
the trap» and clogs drain» . Hair, lint 
and waste soon gather 
and clog pipes. 
To remov e these materials, boiling wa­ 


ter and common soda make a good 
mix tu re. 
If the drains re. u se to open 
when these are u sed, apply a mix tu re* 
composed of one pou qd of cau stic pot­ 
ash, which has been dissolv ed in two 
qu arts of water. 
Place this mix tu re 
in the pipes affected and leav e for two 
hou rs, or u ntil it cu ts its way throu gh. 
Be carefu l not to place tills solu tion 
on porcelain, as it soon destroy s the 
glaze. 
Iron stains can be remov ed from 
porcelain by applv lng ox alic add. 
Wash thorou ghly after u sing, as thl» 
acid is poisonou s. 
Sinks or tu bs with a porcela’n finish 
are best preserv ed where they ars 
cleaned and polished daily .

Boys’ and girls’ club work is one 
of the most valuable projects a farm 
bureau can undertake, J. W. Whise- 
iiand of Henry 
county 
points out. 
There are about three main reasons, 
he says. 
“I. It puts the adviser or <’lub lead­ 
er in touch with a large group of the 
hest people in his county. Potpie who 
are willing to help their children in 
such a project are usually above the 
average in their appreciation of edu­ 
cational work such as is conducted by 
the farm bureau. 
The bond estab­ 
lished through tile children is a strong 
one. Parents of club members develop 
into dependable farm bureau workers. 
“2. Club work gives an opportunity 
for 
demonstrating 
desirable 
faun 
practices. 
The children are taught 
tile hest methods of feeding and car­ 
ing for their animals, or of doing 
whatever the particular project may 
require. What the children learn the 
parents and the community are likely 
to learn also. 
“3. Club work develops future farm 
leaders. Tile boys and girls in a club 
learn to work both as individuals, 
and as members of a group 
As in­ 
dividuals, it is remarkable to note the 
improvement they make from year to 
year. A boy who fails in feeding a 
pig the first year of club work often 
corrects his mistakes and comes hack 
a winner the second. As members of 
a group, they teach him to organize, 
and become accustomed to doing the 
work. Tile habit of trusting the farm 
bureau and working as a unit of it 
will stick with them as they grow 
older.” 


oculation will depend upon local con­ 
ditions. 
Most soils in the state have 
had natural inoculation for this crop 
secured through years of clover crop­ 
ping. 
In soils which are in a high 
state of fertility, symbiotic nitrogen 
fixing organisms will five for several 
years. 
(Records are available show­ 
ing that certain legume bacteria have 
lived in a soil more than lo years.) Or. 
the other hand, soils which are badly 
“run down” and especially those in 
need of lime do not retain active 
organisms for any great length of 
time. Inoculation on this type of soil 
would therefore help in securing a 
catch of clover. 
This does not infer that inoculation 
will take the place of lime or other 
fertilizing materials, for it is most 
effective where soils are well supplied 
with phosphates and limestone. 
In 
fact, it is a waste of time aud money 
to seed clover on soils which are dis­ 
tinctly “sour,” 
The need for inocula­ 
tion can he determined by digging up 
clover plants and examining the roots 
for nodules. 
If plants from several 
parts of the field show good nodule de­ 
velopment obviously inoculation is un­ 
necessary. If the field has not grown 
clover recently and is not In an espe­ 
cially productive condition, the small 
amount of labor required for inocula­ 
tion would certainly he justified.

Plum bing Troubles 


Women who want to have the least 
; amount of trouble with plumb ne: fix- 


1 tures in their homes should make a 
complete study of the fixtures and Lret 
a general idea of the layout of the 
pipes in the house. 
If such a plan is 
followed out, many unnecessary calls 
of the plumber can he avoided and a 
saving made in the household ex­ 
penses. 
Where houses are to he built, a com­ 
plete study of the latest plumbing fix­ 
tures will often prevent installation 
of high-priced fixtures that are no bet­ 
ter than some less expensive ones. 
If the general layout of the plumb­ 
ing Is understood by the housewife, it 
will frequently prevent the ripping out 
of pipes that are not to blame for the 
trouble and thus help the plumber to 
find the right pipe in the shortest 
time. 
Proper care of plumbing also saves 
trouble. 
Grease 
should 
never 
he 
poured Into a sink. as it hardens in 
the traps and clogs drains. 
Hair, lint 
and waste soon gather and clog pipes. 
To remove these materials, boiling wa­ 


ter and common soda make a good 
mixture. 
If the drains re*use to open 
when these are used, apply a mixture 
composed of one pouted of caustic pot­ 
ash, which has been dissolved in two 
quarts of water. 
Place this mixture 
in the pipes affected and leave for two 
hours, or until it cuts its way through. 
Be careful not to place t Ii is solution 
on porcelain, as it soon destroys the 
glaze. 
Iron stains can he removed from 
porcelain 
by applying oxalic acid. 
Wash thoroughly after using, as this 
acid is poisonous. 
Sinks or tubs with a porcelain finish 
are best preserved where they are 
cleaned and polished daily.
